for a m edical college at Shaw nee; the 
other by Cunningham , providing for 
the sale of 640 acres of land adja­ 
cent to the city of G uthrie to the 
city of G uthrie for park purposes. 
Senate bill num ber 95, by Strain 
and Goulding, authorizing boards of 
equalizatio nto make corrections in 
assessm ents 
and 
allow ing 
appeals 
from their actions, also passed. The 
section requiring appeals to be sub­ 
m itted in w ritin g was si icken from 
the bill. 
A steering comm ittee, composed of 
Senators W illiams (chairm an), Thom ­ 
as, Russell, Allen. Mitchell and W ar­ 
ren. was appointed to clean up the 
senate calendar and fix a date for 
adjournm ent. 
Senate bill num ber 82. by Taylor, 
appropriating $55,000 for the m ain­ 
tenance of the industrial college for 
girls at Chickasha, was passed. 
House bill num ber 148, by Hughes, 
providing for the holding of sessions 
of the county court of Mayes county 
at Choteau, was passed. 
House bill num ber 162, by Tucker, 
Same provisions as in bill num ber 148 
and applicable to Afton, in O ttaw a 
county, also passed. 
The oil and gas com m ittee favor­ 
ably reported house bill num ber IS, 
providing for the regulation of the 
inspection of oils, and for the ap­ 
pointm ent and com pensation of oil in­ 
spectors,

The public buildings com m ittee fa­ 
vorably reported house bill num ber 
27, by Anthony, establishing a state 
home at Pryor Creek. 
The legal advisory com m ittee sub­

etc., was passed. The state board of 
public affairs is already in existence 
and this bill was introduced and pass­ 
ed to correct an e rro r which was 
made in the original bill creating the 
office.

A search was made for 
young W hitson but he was not lo­ 
cated until about IO o’clock this morn 
ing when it was learned th at he was 
at his home.

Yesterday afternoon 
the Hubbard lad narrow ly escaped 
being m angled while attem pting to 
get on a train. A fter this occurrence 
Mr. McNair approached the lads and 
told them to keep away from the 
tracks. 
They left but after dark re­ 
turned with the result of Hubbard 
forfeiting his life. 
Claim Agent Talks. 
Geo. P. W alker, claim agent of the 
‘Frisco with headquarters at Francis, 
came to this city early this m orn­ 
ing. He stated to an Evening News 
representative th at the location of 
the Frisco tracks in this city is the 
m ost dangerous on the division and
